The world is moving onto medium 
waves, with shorter range demanding more transmitting power but giving fer better reception, The BEC, for lack 
of capital, is still using shortwaves outside Europe and the Middle Hast. 

Thus, white the DRC whispers through two pre-war 100-kilow.tt shortwave transmitters in Malaysia, the Tolee 
of Americe blankets South East Asia with two 1000-kilowatt medium weve stations at Manila and tkinaw.

Wheat the Happ Report says is thet Iritain must brace herself to the cost of medium weve broadcasting, or 
cease the pretence of rimming a world service. It details the new transmitters needed: in Mhlaysia; another 
atation for China and Japan, possibly in Hongkong but if not possible, in the atolls south of dapan; medium wave 
coverage for India, fakistan and Persia, from a possible base in Museat and iman. Finaliy, the report suggests 
that East Africa could be covered from Aldabra Island, north of Madagascar. 

With additional boosting of the tversens'Services' existing shortweve transmitters in Dritain, plus the 
Cyprus station and a new station now being bulit on Ascension Island, in the Atlantic, to cover South America 
and West Africa, Dritain would then have a world network, 

But #t would cost 25-million pounds ae just when the Governreyvt is cutting expenditure. 

"There is an old Joke," commented one LEC engineer, "bo the effect that the .verseas Services are simply 
the Foreign Sffice talking to itself. I'm afraid, without these transmitters, i4 may very well become true.”
